‘Slouches’ in industry who 
miss export opportunities

The “slouches and the lazy”

An opportunity now existed 
to lift the British party polit¬ 
ical struggle out of the morass 
m which it floundered and on 
to a more constructive and 
fruitful plain, Mr David 
Howell, an Opposition spokes¬ 
man on Treasury and economic 
affairs, writes in a pamphlet 

Mr Howell, MP for Guild¬ 
ford, says that the failure of 
the traditional democratic 
socialist policies in Britain had 
led to major turmoil on the 
left. The retreat from tradi¬ 
tional Keynesian ground found 
the socialist “camp" in 
Britain in severe disorder. 

The implications of the 
socialist crisis conch ed us all, 
Mr Howell says. The initiative 
and the responsibility far the 
development of new ideas to 
meet the crisis thus passed to 
those on the non-socialist side, 
which in British politics meant 
predominantly to the modem 
Conservative Party, a party 
which was already rightly on 
the move away from the now 
discredited terrain of postwar 
policies. 

A good starting point in con¬ 
sidering the new Conservative 
direction was 10 recognize that 
today's Conservative Party was 
a pony of the masses with a 
vast natural majority poten¬ 
tially on its side. 

■People no longer wanted to 
be treated as “the masses ” 
but as individual human 
bring s, lorded over by neither 
the state, the community, the 
will of the people nor any 
“other figleaf phrase to dis¬ 
guise the reality of party polit¬ 
ical and bureaucratic power ”. 

The crisis of socialism meant 
that that need could not be 
met by the 'left in the context 
of a free society. Conservatism 
could meet it, although nrighiy 
changes would be needed. New 
ground would have to be 
defined so as to attract not 
merely the traditional Conser¬ 
vative support but also the 
support of millions of Liberal 


It would need to offer a far 
wider spread of ownership and 
wealth among working people 
of Britain than anything con¬ 
templated by left or right so 
far. It would have to offer a 
deeper and more genuine in¬ 
dustrial democracy than any¬ 
thing that could be held out by 
narrow plans for participation 
by the trade union hierarch; 
alone. 

It would need to offer far 
greater opportunity for co¬ 
operative endeavour. It would 
have to offer a wider measure 
of equality of opportunity than 
anything held out by the most 
dedicated egalitarian, and a 
wider measure of economic 
and social freedom and a 
greater concern for human dig¬ 
nity chan anything promised 
by the socialist planners. 

Mr Howell says that if that 
route was followed then there 
was a fair chance that worker 
capitalism and, where desir¬ 
able, worker cooperation, could 
be established a$ a vastly more 
democratic force than any Mod 
of worker socialism, imposed 
as it must inevitably be 
by an increasingly authoritarian 
regime.

The University College at Buck¬ 
ingham receives its first stu¬ 
dents today, almost nine years 
after the idea of an independent 
university, entirely free from 
state control, was first put for¬ 
ward in a letter to 7Ae Times f 
so confounding both the scepti¬ 
cism of its friends and the hos¬ 
tility of its enemies. 

The 75 students—who will 
study law or economics, or law, 
economics and politics jointly 
for two years, and receive a 
licence rather than a degree at 
the end of the course—will 
attend their first lectures to¬ 
morrow. About a third are over 
25 and another third from over¬ 
seas. Nigerians are the largest 
group after the British. The 
majority of the British students 
attended independent schools, in 
which the college, for the first 
year at least, concentrated its 
recruiting effort. 

Professor Max Beloff, princi¬ 
pal of the college, has been 
pleasantly surprised by the aca¬ 
demic quality of this first intake. 
The first 60 students accepted 
had gained between them 135 A 
level passes—an average of 
more than two and a quarter per 
student. Their average grade 
was C plus. 

More than two-thirds of the 
college’s first students will read 


law, so it has been helped by 
the national shortage of places 
in higher education to read law, 

and the high entry standards 
that are a consequence. Profes¬ 
sor A. J_ Brook, from Reading 
University who . will teach for 
one day a week at Buckingham, 
also explained that some stu¬ 
dents came from a social back-, 
ground which made the college 
seem more attractive to them 
than a large urban polytechnic. 

The idea of rat independent 
university_ was controversial 
from its birth. Among its early 
supporters were academics, 
economists sad politicians who 
believed in .the virtue of private 
enterprise in education, and 
others in higher education who 
were concerned by the apparent 
erosion of university autonomy 
during the 1960s. 

These early enthusiasts for 
an independent university ex¬ 
perienced great difficulty in 
translating their idea into prac¬ 
tice. Their first principal desig¬ 
nate, Dr Bryan Th waites, of 
Westfield College, London, re¬ 
signed because of his doubts 
about the financial viability of 
the project. Donations from 
industry end individuals came 
in sluggishly. Only two excep¬ 
tionally generous gifts, one for 
Elm from an anonymous donor 
and the other of the price of 
the eight-acre site in Bucking-

ham which the ’college - noy*. 
occupies, enabled the project to 
proceed. 

Because of these difficulties 
Buckingham is much closer to 
the pattern of a liberal arcs 
college than of the fully fledged 
university which the original 
planners of the independent 
university had envisaged. Pro¬ 
fessor Beloff admitted that 
Buckingham’s academic scope 
was more restricted than origin¬ 
ally hoped. However, next year 
they planned to introduce 
another course—history, E n glis h 
and . politics.

Bail plan worries probation officers

The hopes of Mr Jenkins, the 
Home Secretary^ fqsi, I ®riHR9Sf& 
flararfe to improve chances of 
bail being granted have been 
frustrated. 

Although ' the idea is wel¬ 
comed in principle, the National 
Association of Probation Offi¬ 
cers and magistrates’ court staff 
are against too close involve¬ 
ment in its administration. 

The scheme, which is being 
tried out at Camberwell Green, 
London, seeks to provide the 
courts with verified information 
on defendants requesting bail. 
The information is obtained 
through a questionnaire and 
other forms. 

The probation officers, in a 
policy document to be published 
today, say the Home Office 
seems satisfied that, on the basis 
af a few months’ trial, the pro¬ 
bation service as a whole should 
be encouraged to set up similar 
schemes. 

But obtaining and verifying 
information should not be car¬ 
ried oot by employees of the 


probation service, the document 
says, because they would be in 
danger of being too clgafly - 
. r w efi^p re rip i tare 

difficulties with the prosecution 
and the police. 

Further, if the service were 
involved in any decision about 
custody it would make any 
future professional relationship 
with the people in question dif- 
5cult. 

The probation service was a 
social work service to the courts 
and within the penal field, but 
the bail scheme, as outlined in 
a Home Office circular, dearly 
involved an administrative task.

‘Empty homes’ 
letter is ,

Lewisham council, London, 
has withdrawn a circular letter 
which last year was delivered 
to several houses assumed to be 
empty. Its action follows com¬ 
plaints from residents, includ¬ 
ing a family who returned from 
a three-week holiday to find a 
copy oh their doormat. 

The letter stated : 

From an outward inspection Hi it 
house seems to be empty. . . . 

I have arranged for this letter to 
be left at the house because we 
have not so far been able to find 
out your name and address or 
indeed whether or not you are 
living in the house. 

If you are the owner of this pro¬ 
perty and willing to enter into 
negotiation for its sale to the 
council, perhaps yon would be 
good enough to complete and 
return to me the enclosed form. 
However, if yon do not wish to 
sell the property will yon please 
inform me of your proposals for 
it and when it is likely to be 
reoccupled. 

It may be that it Hill be some 
days or even weeks before you see 
this letter and In the meantime 
compulsory purchase procedure 
could have started it. 

A Lewisham official said that 
since March, 1974, the council 
had passed 71 compulsory pur¬ 
chase resolutions, but had made 
only two purchase orders. Its 
normal practice, in the case of 
an apparently empty house, was 
to make inquiries through its r 
own departments and from 
estate agents and neighbours.

British doctors are to be 
offered short-term contracts in 
the oH states of the Middle East 
to help to set up hospitals and 
train staff. The scheme was 
worked out during a recent tour 
of the area by. Mrs Castle, 
Secretary of State for Social 
Services. 

The first group of five doctors 
will be going to Kuwait in April 
and the other countries involved 
are Saudi Arabia and Iran. 

| Arrangements have also been 
made for postgraduate medical 
' students from the Middle East 
to receive training in British 
hospitals. 

A draft drcular outlining the 
scheme has been sent to the 
joint consultants’ committee, 
and regional health authorities 
will be getting the details 
shortly. 

The Department of Health 
emphasized that the number of 
doctors going abroad would be 
“tens rather than hundreds” 
and that they would be care¬ 
fully chosen so that there was 
no weakening of the health ser¬ 
vice. The main reason for the 
scheme was to support the ex¬ 
port trade and help British 
firms to win contracts for build¬ 
ing hospitals and supplying 
drugs. 

The doctors, mostly consult¬ 
ants, will work abroad on 
secondment from the health 
service for two or three years, 
and in some cases much shorter 
periods.

Spanish party calls for 
constituent assembly

The Christian Democrats, 
openly holding a national con¬ 
gress in Madrid, today warned 
the Government that only the 
summoning of a constituent 
assembly elected through popu¬ 
lar suffrage could bring about 
a genuine “democratic trans¬ 
formation u in Spain. 

It is the first time that a 
democratic opposition group, 
theoretically illegal under 
Franco’s law, has gathered at 
national leveL Presenting them¬ 
selves as a middle-of-the-road, 
inter-class party, the 300 Chris* 
pan Democrats thus gave an 
important lead to other opposi¬ 
tion forces. 

The Christian Democrats, who 
are linked with the Socialists 
in the opposition group called 
the Democratic Platform, stood 
cheering in a Madrid theatre 
this morning after they bad 
passed a final resolution 
demanding among M minimum 
measures ” from the Govern¬ 
ment, an immediate amnesty for 
Spain’s political prisoners “as 
an act of justice”. 

Led by Sedor Josd Maria Gil 
Robles, aged 76, who served as 
a minister during the Republic, 
they also demanded unani¬ 
mously the repeal of all laws 
which prevent full liberty of 
action by political parties and 
trade unions. The Christian 
Democrats would include the 
Communists in this but they 
refuse to work with them. 

The meeting, which was 
attended by West German and 
Italian Christian Democratic 
leaders, let it be known that 
it warned Spain to join rhe 
European Community and the 
Connell of Europe only M when

The Christian Democrats, 
who included many young men 
and women obviously debating 
in public for the first time, 
rejected any direct dialogue 
with the Government or col¬ 
laboration with its programme 
of reforms. But as “ authentic 
democrats" they emphasized 
that the opposition's methods 
for keeping up pressure on the 
Government would be non¬ 
violent and would seek to 
exploit the de facto liberty now 
emerging in the country.

The Centra] Intelligence 
Agency seems to have provided 
about "a tenth of the expenses 
of the anti-communist or non- 
communist parties in Italy over 
a quarter of a century, extracts 
from the Pike report published 
here indicate. 

This is the work of the House 
of Representatives committee 
on intelligence which President 
Ford has, with House approval, 
now suppressed- 
Today’s editions of La 
Stampa. the Turin newspapsr, 
carry extracts, with some of the 
maio passages in English, and 
reading them one can under¬ 
stand the President’s mixed 
feelings on the subject 
The impression here is that 
Italian politicians, for better 
or for worse, remained reason¬ 
ably immune from the tempta¬ 
tion to give too much political 
satisfaction in return for the 
money, and that the CIA on at 
least two counts was far wiser 
than the State Department, in¬ 
cluding Dr Kissinger, in grasp¬ 
ing the real effect of political 
payments in Italy. 

One example of a total lack 
of liaison involved the former 
American Ambassador here, 
Mr Graham Martin, who 
threatened the CIA’s station 
chief with the Marines if he 
continued opposing the ambas¬ 
sador’s private financing 
(agreed to by Dr Kissinger) of 
the then head of the Iralian 
secret service. General Vito 
Miceli. 

A good deal of ill-feeling 
here would almost certainly 
have been saved if tbe report 
had been published imme¬ 
diately as is suggested in an 
angry article today by Senator 
Giuseppe Saragat, a former 
President and a political per¬ 
sonality whose career is based 
on the importance of tbe 
American alliance- 
His group within the Social 
Democratic Party had been 
mentioned in the press as one 
of the beneficiaries of Ameri¬ 
can money but in tbe extracts 
of the Pike report now pub¬ 
lished all names, even that of 
tbe country concerned, are 
deleted. 

Senator Saragat complains 
that the way in which the 
report bad reached the Ameri¬ 
can press had been unfair to 
a number of Italian personali¬ 
ties freely mentioned and to 
Italian politicians as a whole. 

He goes so far as to say that 
he now agrees with Genera] de 
Gaulle’s strictures of the 
Americans, so Jong as these 
were limited to the American 
political class, and continues: 
“Would it be conceivable in 
Italy that a candidate to the 
presidency, after an orgy, falls 
into a river in his car with a 
semi-naked secretary who 
drowns ? Certainly not. In 
Italy such things do not hap¬ 
pen.” 

One extract from the report 
includes a document summariz¬ 
ing the scope of CIA aid to 
Italy: the document is addres¬ 


sed to the Committee of 40 (rhe 
arm of the National Security 
Council that approves covert 
intelligence operations) and 
deals with pob'tical action to 
arrest the growing power of 
the communists in what is 
clearly Italy, though the 
. country's name is deleted. Tbe 
principal beneficiary, though 
not named, is obviously the 
governing Christian Democratic 
Party. 

“The United States Govern¬ 
ment was concerned in 1948 
that tbe communists would 
emerge from the national elec¬ 
tions sufficiently strong to 
enter tbe government as a 
major if not dominant force. As 
a counter, it was derided that 
the CIA should give Sim 
(£500,000) to the centre parties 
for this election with the bulk 
going to the (deleted). 

“ Between 1948 and 1964 
funds provided to (deleted) 
totalled approximately 

S5,450,000. Between 1948 and 
1963, additional support to 
(deltedJ in eight national and 
regional elections amounted to 
511,800,000. 

“ Between 1953 and 1968. tbe 
(deleted) received about S26rn 
to support its ooposition to tbe 
communist-dominated Labour 
federation, (deleted) received 
some $11350,000 during this 
period. 

“ Between 1948 and 1968 
other organizations received 
about 810,550,000 of CIA assist 
ance. This support was given to 
the following political parties 
associated with centre or centre 
left governments (deleted). , 

“ In sum, excluding the initial 
51m spent in the 1948 cam 
paign, tbe CIA gave (deleted) 
554,600.000 as well as 
810,450,000 to the other non- 
Communist parties and affiliates 
for a grand total of $65,050,000 
over approximately 20 years 
starting in 1948.” 

Reporting from Rome, the 
CIA indicated dearly enough 
that tbe payments were of little 
avail. As the House report puts 
it: “With National Assembly 
elections less than two years 
away, the United States country 
team concluded from a CIA 
contracted survey that the pro- 
United States elements, which 
had governed the _ country 
since the postwar period, were 
being seriously challenged 
the Communists. The opposition, 
apparently heavily financed by 
Moscow, had scored gains In 
regional elections and trailed 
the incumbents by only a few 
points in opinion polls. 

“Pro-West parties and affili¬ 
ates had received substantial 
funding in the past. The CIA 
reports total United States 
election financing over a prev¬ 
ious 20 years period at some 
565m. Despite this massive'aid, 
the beneficiaries, perhaps too 
long in power and clearly 
wracked with internal dissen¬ 
sion, had suffered repeated 
electoral setbacks, American 
observers apparently concluded 
that another ‘quick fix’ was 
necessary to see oar clients 
through the next vote"

He 
argued that the press could not 
be prevented from publishing 
information on criminal pro¬ 
ceedings under any circum¬ 
stances, by the terms of the 
constitution. 

“This language should be 
taken at face value and not 
frittered away by exceptions’*, 
he said. “ It means, and should 
be interpreted to mean, that any 
law or order mandating, author¬ 
izing or directing prior restraint 
of the press does direct violence 
to its very heart and purpose." 

Tbe issue is to be' taken up 
again in the Supreme Court in 
Washington, where The New 
York Times and others are 
challenging a gag order issued 
in Nebraska.

Moscow belatedly confirms 
Soviet crop failure

Moscow, Feb 1 

Tbe official report of tbe 
implemetaatian of the 1975 
economic plan, issued this 
weekend, belatedly confirms the 
failure oF the Soviet grain har¬ 
vest. # The overall figure of 
140 million tonnes is the lowest 
far 10 years and about 75 mil¬ 
lion tonnes less than planned 
target. 

Give or take three million 
isn-nes of moisture and other 
impurities, that virtually con¬ 
firmed earlier estimates by 
Western agricultural experts oE 
about 137 million tonnes. 

The report ascribed die short¬ 
fall to bad weather conditions 
in most growing areas. It 
cushioned that admission by 
claiming that increased mecha¬ 
nization, the use of chemicals 
,%;:d soil improvement had 
cnablad collective and state 
tiirms to reduce the damage. 

While the overall volume of 
the agricultural product was S 


per cent less than in 1974. it 
was 12 per cent above the 
annual average for the previous 
1S6S-70 Five Year Plan. 

The expected adverse effect 
of the lew harvest on the live¬ 
stock population appears partly 
confirmed. The total number 
of cattle, on January 1, 1976, 
was given as 111.600,000 head, 
compared with 109,100,000 head 
a year ago, well below rhe 
uweet increase. 

The report confirms the 
slaughter of pigs indicated by 
the present profusion of pork 
on the market. The number of 
sheep and goats fell from 
151.200,000 to 146,900.000. 

There has been no indication 
that the harvest shortfall will 
seriously affect the Soviet con¬ 
sumer. The press has played 
down the poor harvest. Tbe 
consumers _ themselves have 
shown no signs of alarm. 

Apart from agriculture the 
tone of the report shows sub¬ 
stantial. if net spectacular, 
gains recorded in all sectors.

Space flight to 
newly found 
asteroid possible 

Pasadena, California, Feb 1. 
—A newly discovered asteroid, 
closer co Earth than any other 
celestial body except tbe Moon, 
may provide a new target for 
spacecraft exploration. 

The dark rock, about two 
miles in diameter, is on an 
orbit that links with that of the 
Earth like loosely held loops of 
a chain, scientists at the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technology 
said. 

It was discovered on January 
7 by Mrs Eleanor Helin, a 
planetary scientist, at the 
Palomar observatory, and was 
called 1976 AA. Dr Eugene 
Shoemaker, professor of geo¬ 
logy at the institute, said: 
*' Aside from tbe Moon, this 
asteroid is one of tbe easiest 
places to get to in • our solar 
system.” It probably, was a de¬ 
funct comet as were most of 
this type of asteroid, called 
Apollo asteroids.—UPI.

1. THE COMPANY 

(a} History and Business 

LSMO was incorporated in England on 23rd April, 1971 for the 
purpose of exploring for and producing oil and gasj principally in the 
United Kingdom sector of the North Sea. Its shareholders are predomin¬ 
antly English and Scottish insurance companies and investment trusts.

Ranger, which is a participant in all the Licences in which LSMO has an 
interest, is a wholly owned subsidiary of Ranger Oil (Canada) Limited 
("Ranger Canada”); Ranger Canada's business is the exploration.for, 
and development and production of, oil and gas in several areas of the 
world. Further information about Ranger and Ranger Canada is set out 
in paragraph 5 below. 

(b) The Future 

The prosperity of LSMO in the next few years is largely dependent 
on the successful exploitation of its interest in the Field. LSMO may 
apply for further licences in the United Kingdom sector of the North Sea 
and elsewhere, should suitable opportunities arise, but such applica¬ 
tions and any exploration costs arising therefrom, or from any further 
exploration on LSMO's existing Licences, will be financed indepen* 
dently and not from the moneys being raised by the present issues.

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Ninian Management Committee ("NMC") and other committees, on 
which the participants In the Reid are represented. Chevron Petroleum 
(U.K.) Limited ("Chevron") has been appointed Operator for the Reid 
by NMC; BP Petroleum Development Limited ("BP") has been 
appointed Constructor and Operator for the Pipeline, and Constructor 
forthe terminal facilities. With certain exceptions which require unani¬ 
mous agreement, ail decisions of NMC require an affirmative vote of 
not less than 75 per cent* and are binding upon all participants in the 
Project. SCOT, with its present interest, can therefore only exercise 
limited voting power on decisions relating to the Project. 

NMC has decided on an 34-we IT, two platform development, on 
which work has already commenced and on which heavy capital 
expenditure is now being incurred. However, it is likely that additional 
production facilities will be incorporated into the development in due 
course. Various alternatives are being considered as to how best to 
provide these facilities and when to install them, but a decision is not 
expected before the middle of 1976 at the earliest. 

Independent petroleum consultants; DeGolyer and MacNaughton. 
were instructed to report on the reserves in the Reid and to produce 
certain production forecasts. Their report is set outin Appendix 1. it will 
be seen from that report that DeGolyer and MacNaughton 
estimate, on the basis of the information provided to them by 
holders of the licences, that the recoverable oil from the Field 
is 963^318,000 barrels of proved oil reserves and 146,065,000 
barrels of probable oil reserves. DeGolyer and MacNaughton 
also estimate that primary natural gas liquids available amount 
to some 20 , 000,000 additional barrels. 

On the basis of information on the planned development pro¬ 
gramme provided by Ranger, which Includes an assumption that 
production will commence in the second half of 1978, DeGolyer and 
MacNaughton have predicted that by the end of the year 2000. the 
Reid will have produced 772.123,000 barrels of proved oil and 
117,420,000 barrels of probable oil (889,543,000 in total). DeGolyer 
and MacNaughton have also made an alternative prediction, based on 
the addition of certain further production facilities, which shows oil 
produced to the middle of the year 1993 at 890,215.000 barrels of 
proved oil and 135,378,000 barrels of probable oil (1,025,593,000 in 
total). 

Either of the plans could result in greater or lesser volumes of oil. 
being recovered than those shown above if the Held characteristics, or ’ 
if the location of the wells or the oil production plan which NMC finally 
adopts, differ from those assumed, if future technological advances in 
methods of recovery can be epplied to the Held, or if conditions, and 
in particular the oil price, at the time make it economic to prolong th e 
productive period, a greater volume of oil might be recovered. 

IT. LICENCE AND OTHER INTERESTS OF SCOT 

SCOT Is a participant in the three Licences referred to befow. 
Except as mentioned under P.114 below, the minimum work obligation 
imposed by each of them has been completed and, as far as the 
Directors are aware, ail other provisions of the Licences have been 
complied with. SCOT also has an investment in European Marine Oil 
N.V. Details of the Licence interests of SCOT and a summary of the 
principal terms governing such Licences are given in Appendix II, 
where it is explained thar, six years after the issue ef a licence, the 
licenses must surrender half the acreage of the area covered by the 
licence. Since the licensee may choose which sections of the licence 
are to be surrendered (within specified limits), the Directors consider 
that the consequent reduction in the licensed areas will not require 
SCOT to surrender any interest In the Field cr any other area presently 
considered to be of potential commercial value.

SCOT has a 7 per cent, interest in Licence P.129, which relates 
to Block 3/8. Block 3/S includes part of the Field, which was first 
discovered with Well 3/3-1, and subsequently confirmed as a major 
field by drilling in Block 3/3 and by a second Welf, 3/3-2.

For each of 
these projects, the Operator is Ranger Canada or one of its subsidiaries.

16. REASONS FOR AMD PROCEEDS OF THE 
issues' . ... 

The costs of tolfiiHng SCOT'S Licence^ibligations and of meeting 
' its share ofthe development expenditure on Ihe Project have until now 
been borne mainly by its original shareholders. £5,400,000 has been 
sutecribed;in cash for equity;.in addition, £3,700,000 Floating Rata 
Lfns8ctiredLoanSt6ck1976,repayabte£»iOft>flfiDre31st March, 1976, 
was issued to 1975 and has been used as an interim measure to meet 
the costs of SCOTs share of the Project until early in 1976. However, 
SCOTs share of expenditure still to be incurred in-developing the Field 
is substantial and the Direct ore ofSCOT consider it is now appropriate 
to seek funds from a larger body of investors on a longer tram basis. 

The proceeds of the Issues (after deducting expenses estimated at 
£0.7 million) will amountto approximately £17.0 million.

17. THE OIL PRODUCTION STOCKS 

(a) Nature of the Oil Production Stocks 

The Oil Production Stocks of LSMO and SCOT now being issued 
are a new kind of security. Each is technically a loan stock; but instead 
of fixed interest payments the holders will be entitled to receive half, 
yearly payments related to the value of the production ffomthe field in 
the relevant half year. These payments ere not dividends but will for 
tax purposes be treated as distributions. The calculation of these pay¬ 
ments (described in (b) below) depends primarily on the volume of 
production from the field and its market value at the timew but the 
calculation b not: related to the profits of the issuing company and is 
not affected by its outgoings (other than operating costs and the 
Government royalty). Whan the half-yearly payments cease (as 
described In (c) below), the nominal amount of each OPS (that is, 10p 
per Unit) will be repaid. In certain cases described below, repayment 
may be accelerated, and in such cases repayment may be at a premium. 

The half-yearly payments on the OPS and the repayment of the 
nominal amount will be unsecured obligations of the issuing company, 
and as such will rank in the same manner as its other normal unsecured 
debts, including the Loan Stock and interest payments thereon. Hence, 
S [though the calculations of the half-yearly payments will be made as 
stated above, the ability of the issuing company actually to make any 
such payments will depend upon it having the necessary cash available 
at the time the payment fa I is due. 

. The issues by LSMO and by SCOT will be separate, and the 
issuing company will be liable only for payments on the OPS issued by 
it The method of calculation of payments on each issue of OPS is 
designed to make the half-yearly payment due on each Unit of each 
Issue of OPS the same as the corresponding payment due on each 
Unit of the other issue. The description of the terms and conditions of 
the OPS which follows, and the particulars which appear in Appendix 
VI, apply to each of the issues separately. 

The Department of Energy has given its consent insofar as it is 
required, for the issue of the OPS. 

(b) Half-yearly payments on the Oil Production Stocks 

The holders of OPS are entitled to receive between them, in 
respect of each half of each calendar year (beginning with the half year 
In which significant production from the field commences), an aggre¬ 
gate payment which, together with the appropriate tax credit is 8.75 
per cent, of the Value of Petroleum, calculated as described below. 

Reflecting the intentions of LSMO and SCOT to finance 
thfe full cost of the whole of their present interests in tius Pro¬ 
ject and only to enter into voluntary State p a rti ci p a tion if they 
retain the full financial benefit of their present i nte re s t s in the 
Field, the percentage of the Value of Petroleum has been 
expressed by reference to the whole of LSMO's and SCOT'S 
present interests and fixed at 8.75 percent. If, following 51 per 
cent. State participation on the above basis, LSMO's or 
SCOTs interest should for any reason become, or be described 
as, a 49 per cent, interest, but with each company retaining the 
full financial benefit of its present interest; then the payments 
on the OPS would be equivalent to approximately 17.86 per 
cent, of the Value of Petroleum attributable to such a 49 per 
cant, interest. The actual payments to be made on each Unit of 
OPS would of course remain unaltered. 

The Value of Petroleum will be calculated by taking, for each 
month, the volume of petroleum produced which is attributable to each 
compan/s present interest in Block 3/8 (that is, attributable to a 23 
per cent, and a 7 per cent interest in Block 3/8 for LSMO and SCOT 
respectively) multiplied by the marker value of such petroleum in the 
miadle of that month, and deducting therefrom the operating costs of 
producing and treating such petroleum and transporting it as far as 
Sullom Voe, and the Government royalty attributable to such petroleum. 

As indicated above, the two issues of OPS are designed to confer 
tha same .entitlement for each Unit To achieve this, the number of 
Unto being tawed (6,750,000 In the case of LSMO and 1,750,000 in 
the case of SCOT) »in proportion to thsir respective interests in Block 
3/8 namely 23 per cent, and 7 per cent. Accordingly the amount 
payable on each Unit wHI be one 5,750,000th part in the case of LSMO 
and one 1,750,000th part in the case ol SCOT of the respective Values 
of Petroleum. 

The calculation of the payments will not be affected in any way 
by voluntary changes in the issuing company's interest in the field. The 
calculation of the payments would be affected, however, if the pro¬ 
portion of the Field attributable to Block 3/8 were to be redetermined 
(see paragraph 22(b) below), or if the issuing company were to be 
required to reduce its beneficial interest In the field involuntarily (see 
paragraph 11 of Appendix Vi). 

The respective sums described above as being payable are 
inclusive of advance corporation tax (and any other tax which may be 
payable or deductible in making the payments) and therefore, at 
present tax rates,the actual cash payments to the holders of OPS would 
normally be 65 per cent of such sums (see paragraph 20(b) below as 
To the taxation treatment of such payments). 

A table illustrating, by way of example only, posable annual 
entitlements on the OPS. based on certain assumptions, appears in 
paragraph 18 below. To allow time forthe necessary calculations to be 
made, each half-yearly payment will be due four months after the end 
of the calendar half year to which it relates. 

(f) Tennination and repayment 

The half-yearly payments described above win continue until the 
earliest of (i) the date when production on which LSMO has made 
payments reaches 92 million barrels, or SCOT 28 million barrels (which 
it is expected should be equivalent to production from the field in 
Blocks 3/3 and 3/8 of 1,350 million barrels, being approximately Z0 


per cent. In excess of the figures for proved and probable reserves of 
crude oil and natural gas Squids as reported by DeGolyer and 
MdcNaughton); (ii) the date when the Field is abandoned; and (fii) 
31st December, 2010. Ail OPS outstanding when the half-yearly 
payments cease will then be repaid at par. 

In die event of a default by the issuing company in relation to tha 
OPS (including failure to make any half-yearly payment when due), or 
of unilatBrial abandonment by that company of its interest in the field, 
or involuntary relinquishment of that interest (except in any case where 
the involuntary relinquishment does not reduce the benefit to the 
company of that interest), the company will be required to repay the 
OPS by paying to holders the higher of the nominal value of the OPS 
and its market value at that time; however, in the case of involuntary 
relinquishment; the total payments will not exceed 20 per cent of the 
compensation it receives. In the case of partial involuntary relinquish¬ 
ment; a proportional payment will be made, and the entitlement of 
holders of OPS to future payments will be reduced correspondingly (see 
paragraph 11 (H) of Appendix Vi). Any payment on the OPS described 

in this paragraph wifi (insofar as it exceeds the nominal amount of that 
OPS) (i) be inclusive of advance corporation tax (and any other tax 
which may be payable or deductible in making the payment), and (3) 
be subordinated to payments due on the Loan Stock issued by tha 
same company and be payable only on foil repayment of such Loan 
Stock (unless its due data is postponed beyond 29 th April, 1984). 
Particulars of provisions whereby, on a merger of LSMO and SCOT, 
such subordination may be extended to Other loan stocks appear in 
paragraph 11 (E) (fii) of Appendix VI. 

The OPS may be purchased.by the issuing company in the market 
or by tender or, subject to certain limitations, by private treaty. 

(d) Protection of the Oil Production Stockholders 

The two issues of OPS will be constituted by a single Trust Deed 
between LSMO, SCOT and Commercial Union Assurance Company 
Limited as Trustee. The Trust Deed mil contain provisions limiting each 
company's ability to make further issues of securities similar to the 
OPS, or to dispose of part or all of its interest in tha Field. There will also 
be provisions restricting each company’s abiGty to mortgage or charge 
any of its interests in the Project without granting corresponding 
security to the holders of the OPS issued by it, such prov is io ns to 
operate until approximately seven and a half years of production from 
the Reid have elapsed. 

18. PAYMENTS ON THE OIL PRODUCTION

(b) Hedeteimination of interests 

At present the participants in each of Blocks 3/8 and 3/3 only 
have an entitlement to the ofi underlying their respective Block. 
However it is intended to enter into a Unit Agreement which will 
allowfor joint exploitation of the field. 

As further geological and technical information is obtained 
about the field, the split of interests between Blocks 3/3 and 3/8, 
and hence the percentage interests of LSMO and SCOT in the Field, 
may be redetermined from time to time. 

It is expected that the final redetemtination, subject to 90 per 
cent of the development wells having then been drilled, will take 
place five years after the commencement of development drilling 
(expected to commence in November 1977) or when all the develop¬ 
ment wells have been drilled. If earlier. Any changes of interest in tho 
Field or Project are at present to be determined by unanimous agree¬ 
ment of NMC. On a redetermination, costs to date are reallocated and 
adjusting payments, with interest from the dates of the relevant 
expenditure, must be made within two months. In future agreements, a 
similar provision is likely to be retained forthe adjustment of payments, 
bur; after production commences, it is expected that there will also 
be adjustments to entitlement to production which will be phased so 
as to limit their impact upon deliveries or production to individual 
participants. 

lire interests m the Field of the licensees of Block 3/8 following 
any redetermination are expected to be based upon the volume of 03 
which they could reasonably expect to recover from their respective 
interests in that Block. 

It is possible that the field may extend Into Blocks adjacent to 
3/3 and 3/8, but no confirmatory drilling has taken place on any of 
them. If, however, oil is discovered on any adjacent Block and is 
considered to form part of the Ninian reservoir, the participants in that 
Block may become participants in the Project, In this event, the 
interests of LSMO and SCOT in the Field may be adjusted, but this 
should not alter the volume of oil attributable to each. 

(c) Provisions in event of default by any participant 

Provision has been made in tho Cost Sharing Agreement, 

referred to below, and will ba nude in any future agreements, for the 
action to be taken if any participant should fail to meet its proportion 
of expenditure when called upon f&to so. At present, provision is 
made for the defaulter's interest in tire field to be offered to tbe noa- 


defaulters, subject to Government consent; if the default is not 
remedied within 60 days. If the whole of the defaulter's interest is 
taken up by the non-defaulters, they will become Gable for all the 
defaulter's future obfigations and will become entitled to its share of 
production (subject to its rights after commencement of production 
described below). Failing this; the Project will be terminated. If the 
Project is terminated or abandoned prior to production, the arrange¬ 
ments concerning the defaulter’s interest wiH be cancelled, and the 
defaulter will again become liable for its full share of development 
costs up to the date of tennination or abandonment. 

Any participant which defaults is still governed by the relevant 
agreements but loses its vote on the various committees.

To sustain economic production, it will be necessary to provide

However, the most accurate measuring equipment is likely to 
be installed onshore at Suliom Voe. The volumes of crude oil and 
natural gas liquids produced will be metered after they have been 
dehydrated and separated, but before they ere passed into storage 
ready for shipment. The measurement of production and the location of 
the meters is subject to Government approval, and Itis expected that the 
Government will also carry out periodic checks on this equipment. 
Funher equipment .will measure lhe quantities of product loaded for 
shipment. 

( 9 ) Weather risks. 

Weather conditions in the area of the Field can be severe, in 
consequence of which H is often difficult to continue construction 
operations during tire winter months. Certain operations, such as the 
towing out of the platforms and the lifting of heavy deck structures, 
will require a period of particularly calm sea conditions, which, onlha 
basis of past experience, require these operations to be carried out 
during th e summer months. 

The platforms and other facilities are designed to be capable of 
withstanding the severe weather conditions and are being constructed 
in accordance with British Standards Institute specifications and safety 
margins normally adopted by the oil Industry. 

(h) Insurance 

' Chevron on behalf of the participants In the Field has insured the 
platforms and related equipment for their full replacement value, but 
-this cover. !s limited at present to £150 million for each of the two 
platforms on a first loss baste. Replacement cost Is limited to 150 per 
cant, of the original cost. In addition, consequential loss of production 
cannot be covered. Insurance of the platforms covers construction, 
tow-out and installation until drilling commences on the first well. 

BP on behalf of 1CI and the Ranger Group has insured the Pipe¬ 
line for certain repair costs during Its laying, the cover being their 
proportionate share of £15 million each and every loss in excess of an 
aggregate loss of £5 million. 

Negotiations are proceeding for insurance cover for the terminal 
facilities. It is expected that such cover will be obtained. 

Consideration will be given in due course to the obtaining of 
further insurance cover for the platforms, and insurance cover for the 
drilling of development wells, seepage,‘and pollution risks and Other 
normaLoperating risks associated with the Project. 

(i) Consents 

A number of consents are required in connection with the Project. 
The most significant of these was introduced in the Petroleum and 
Submarine Pipe-Enes Act 1975 and requires the Development Plan to 
receive the Secretary of State’s approval. Since this requirement has 
only been in farce since 1st January, 1976, there has been insufficient 
time for final approval of the Ninian Field Development Plan to have 
been obtained, but discussions have been held with tire Department of 
Energy at all stages of the Project and temporary consent covering the 
period to 30th June, 1976 has been received by the P.199 (Block3/8) 
and P.202 (Block3/3) licensees. 

The Operators have advised that other consents in connection 
with the Project are required inter alia from the Department of Energy, 
the Department of Trade, the Department of Agriculture and Fisheries 
for Scotland, SIC, the Crown Estate Commissioners, the Naval 
Hydrographer, the National Ports Council and various landowners. 

It is the responsibility of the Operators to obtain all the necessary 
consents and applications are in progress. The Directors of LSMO 
and of SCOT know of no reason why these consents should not in due 
course be given.

2m Ucmce Terms 

Ucences to March and bore lor and gel petroleum, which includes both oil and natural gas, wilhbi the United 
Kingdom, ite uvrirorlal waters and comtaemal shnH are issued by lhe Sea e»ary ol Slate lor Energy; the basic terms 
currently applicable to the licences are set out in Pan II of Schedule 2 of tha Petroleum and Submarine Pipe-fines Act 
1 975 ("the Act 7 }, subject as provided in Section 1 0 of the Act. 

Ucences, which ere issued only to persons or companies resident in the United Kingdom, are issued for an initial 
period of 6 years for an initial payment At the end of The 6-year period, if the licensee does not wish the licence to 
expire, he must surrender his rights in at least half of lhe area covered by the licence (as chosen by the licensee), and 
he then may. provided that the terms and conditions of the licence have been compiled with, retain up to half of tha 
licensed area fora further40 years (“the extension period"). The licensee may surrender ihe licence in whole or in pare 
ax any time during tho extension period on giving the appropiiate period ol no lice. 

The licensee must pay in each half-year in which the licence is in I web a royally to the Government of 12X per 
cent, of the well-head value of petroteum extracted. The Government may opt, on giving six months'written notice, 
Io receive this payment wholly or partly in Wnd in lieu of cash. 

During the extension period, an annual lenial is also payable, but any rental so paid may be deductible from royalty 
payments under the terms of the licence. The rental is C50 per square kRqmetre of the retained area in the First year, 
rising by C30 per square kilometre per annum I or the next ten years and remaining at £350 per square kilometre per 
annum For the rest ol the extension period- 

Each licence contains a schedule establishing the work obligation. Specific details of the work obligations of tha 
licences in which kSMO and SCOT ere interested are given in the table set out above. The Government may require 
further exploration activity during the extension period if such work could reasonably be expected to be can-fed out In 
the circuit)sances specified in the Act. 

The development of a discovery is subject to the consent of the Government, and development end production 
programmes, including maximum and minimum rates of production for various periods, have to be prepared and 
submitted to and approved by the Government. 

The licensee may only abandon a field with tha consent of, and subject to, any conditions imposed by tho Govern¬ 
ment which could include the removal of fixed structures. 

_ Petrofeum recovered must be delivered on shore m the United Kingdom, except whh the prior consent of, and 
subject to any conditions Imposed by. the Government. 

The consent of the Government Vs required to any arraignment of any right granted by the licence, and to any* 
agreement under which a person becomes entitled to. Or to any proceeds of sale of. petroleum which when the agree¬ 
ment is made has not been but may be extracted. No such consent is necessary for sales of petroleum under which 
the price Is payable, or the petroleum is to be exchanged, a tier extraction. Government consent is afso required for. 
among other things, abandoning a well, suspending drying of a development well employing an operator noc 
approved by the Government for the purpose, and permitting any right under the licence to become exercisable by or 
for the benefit ol another person (other than the making of surveys by holders of a Government licence). 

The Government has discretion to revoke a licence in certain circumstance*, including where there ic a change 
In control of a licensee, where the licensee fails to observe any of the items and conditions of the licence, or fails to 
nuke a payment due to the Government within two months of the due date, or has a receiver appointed, or goes into 
liquidation, or ceases to have its central management and control in the Unhed Kingdom. Where an approved develop¬ 
ment program m e exists in relation to pan of the licensed area, the Government may not revoke the licence hi relation 
»that pan on the grounds of nOn-obsorvsnca of another development programme in respect of a different pert of the 
licensed area. When the Government has power to revoke a licence in respect of the whole or part of file licensed 
area. It may in certain circumstances, at its discretion, exercise such power in relation to pat only of such area. 

Disputes between the Government and the licensee are to be referred to arbitration unless the licence expressly 
reserves determination of the matter to dispute to the Go vemmem. 

3. Depletion Control 

The Government hat taken the power in the Ad to control the rates of production from fields in the United 
Kingdom. At the time of agreeing a development plan for a field, the G wemment wiH establish limits within which they 
am impose their depletion control. At the present time, the toll development plan tortile Field has not been agreed 
with the Government. The latest fuH aretemont on Depletion Policy was made by the Secretary of State for Energy on 
6th December, 1874, end included an indication that no depletion control would be implemented until 1982 or tour 
Wars after production commences, whichever is the later: tiul no delay would ba imposed on the development of 
discoveries made prior io 1976. which Inctottes ih# Field: and that, for fields found attar 1875. no cuts would be 
made until 1SD per cent, ol eapiul in vestment had been recovered and that generally cutsuvould be limited to 20 oar 
cent, at most.

This Appendix contains Particulars of the £57,500.00014 percent Unsecured Loan Stock 19&1/S3 
of LSMO (“the LSMO Loan Stock *] and of the £17,500.00014 percent Unsecured Loan Stock 1981/B3 
of SCOT (“the SCOT Loan Stock”). The LSMO Loan Stock was created by a resolution of the Board of 
Dbectois of LSMO passed on 29th January, 1976. and the SCOT Loan Stock was created by a re$o)rfi on 
of the Board of Directors of SCOT passed on the same day. 

The Loan Stocks to be issued by the two companies will constitute separate issues, each company 
being solely responsible for The payments and other obligations in respect of the Loan Stock created by it

Nevertheless, since the terms and conditions of the two issues of Loan Stock will be identical in almost 
every respect, and in view of the intention to merge LSMO and SCOT, the two issues of Loan Stock will 
be constituted by a single Trust Deed (“the Trust Deed - ) m favour of General Accident fire and Life 
Assurance Corporation Unwed (“the Trustee”) as Trustee. The provisions of the Trust Deed will bind

(except insofar es either company may subsequently become a guarantor in relation to the Loan Stock 
issued by the other). 

The Tnist Deed will contain, inter alia, provisions to the effect set out in the following paragraphs.

(A) So long as any Loan Stock remains outstanding, no Qualifying Company shall, without the 
sanction of an Extraordinary Resolution, sail, transfer or otherwise dispose of any part or pans of its 
interest for the time being in the Field (nor shall any Qualifying Company cease to be a Qualifying Com¬ 
pany) if, following such disposal or cessation, the Aggregate Interest (as defined in sub-paragraoh (61 
below) would be less than 90 percent, of the Interest, provided that the foregoing prohibition shall not 
apply to Unilateral Abandonment or Involuntary Relinquishment (as defined in paragraph 4(A) above). 

(B) For the purposes of sub-paragraph (A) above, “the Aggregate Interest" means the aggregate 
of the interests of each Qualifying Company in the Field, and for this purpose:

(ii) an interest in the Field shall be deemed to include any continuing right to production from the 
Field, or the proceeds of sale of such production or other financial benefits related to its value;

(C) If so requested by the Company, the Trustee will (provided that a breach of sub-paragraph (A) 
of this paragraph would not be caused thereby) at the expense of the Company release a Qualifying Com¬ 
pany from the guarantee of the Loan Stock it has given, whereupon such company shall cease to be a 
Qualifying Company. 

8. OTHER COVENANTS 

(A) The Company will covenant so long as any of the Loan Stock remains outstanding: 

(i) to take all reasonable steps to maintain the listing of the Loan Slock on The Stock Exchange; 

(ii) to comply with all its obligations under the Licence and the Project Agreements and to use its 
reasonable endeavours to do such further things and carry out such further actions as may ba

(B) Each Qualifying Company will become bound to observe certain of the obligations of the 
Company under the Trust Deed. However, no act or omission of a Qualifying Company (other than the 
Company) will be deemed an event of default giving rise to accelerated repayment of the Loan Stock if. 
immediately prior to such act or omission, the Company could have required the Trustee lo release such 
Qualifying Company from its guarantee pursuant to paragraph 7(C) above, but such company shall 
thereafter cease to be a Qualifying Company. 

9. FURTHER UNSECURED LOAN STOCK 

(A) The Company will reserve the power (subject to paragraph 5 above) to issue further unsecured 
loan stock on such terms and conditions as it shall think fit. Such loan stock may. if the Trustee consents 
thereto, bo constituted by a Deed or Deeds supplemental to the Trust Deed. 

(B) If such further loan stock shall be issued upon terms that it is or is to be identical with the Loan 
Stock, the Company shall be entitled so to constitute the further loan stock and to consolidate the sama 
with the Loan Stock so as to form a single issue therewith. 

10. MODIFICATION 

(A) The provisions of the Trust Deed and tha rights of the Stockholders will ba subject to modifica¬ 
tion by Extraordinary Resolution, in addition, the Trustee may. without any consent of the Stockholders, 
concur with the Company in making arty modification to rhe Trust Deed which, in the opinion or the 
Trustee, will not be meterially prejudicial to rhe interests of the Stockholders. 

(B) The Company may. from time to time, require the Trustee, without any consent of the Stock¬ 
holders, to concur with the Company in modifying the Trust Deed by substituting a higher percentage 
figure in the definition of ■■Interest'* set out in paragraph 1 above than the figure set out therein prior ro 
the substitution, provided that such modification shall not be effected if, immediately thereafter, tha 
Interest would exceed the Aggregate Interest (as defined in paragraph 7(B) above). 

11. MEETINGS OF STOCKHOLDERS 

On a poll every Stockholder who is present in person or by proxy shall have one vote for each 
integral multiple of £1 nominal amount of Loan Stock held by him,. At any meeting of Stockholders tha 
quorum shall be at least two persons holding or representing by proxy not less than one-third in nominal 
amount of the Loan Slock for the time being outstanding so long as the nominal amount of the Loan 
Stock outstanding exceeds £5,000,000. and otherwise a clear majority in nominal amount of the 
Loan Stock for the time being outstanding. If at a meeting such a quorum is not present and the meeting 
is adjourned the quorum for the adjourned meeting will be two Stockholders present in person or by 
proxy whatever the nominal amounlaf Loan Stackhetd by them. 

12. INDEMNIFICATION AND CONSENT OF TRUSTEE 

The Trust Deed will contain provisions for tha indemnification of the Trustee and Its relief from re¬ 
sponsibility. Any consent given by the Trustee may be on such terms and conditions. If any, as the Trustee 
may think fit. 

13. TRANSFERS 

The Loan Stock will be registered and transferable in integral multiples of £1 (or such other amounts 
as theT/ustee may direct following any partial rapaymemaf the Loan Stock).

Stanley Reynolds 

& takes a talent of near Chek- 
hovian proportions to produce 
farthing out of a typical Eng¬ 
lish Sunday, even in a heat 
wave. When the production is, 
like Saturday’s BBC Centre 
Ploy ; an economically-minded 
effort with painted sets and 
dressmaker’s dummies standing 
in for the British Army, ana 
only 30 minutes to boot, the 
task is formidable. But Cbris 
Thomson, who both wrote and 
directed England, Summer, 
Sunday, managed to deliver s 
highly thought-provoking work. 
Robert Urquhart, Renee God- 
dard, ana Will Knightley 
played a world-weary, aging, 
crusading left-wing journalist, 
a coping, rose-pruning Surrey 
housewife, and a rebellious, 
radical, cause-minded son, 
respectively. 

The son bad called in un¬ 
expectedly for lunch and found 
his father wearily trying to 
type his weekly column of pun- 
gent political thought in the 
heat of the summer garden. 
Actually he was writing it on 
a highly stylized set This was 
a complete studio job. The 
father was trying to write about 
the war being over for 30 years 
and the hopes which had been 
born then but bad since died. 
When the father’s mind flashed 
back to the war, the rags he 
stood in as a private were com¬ 
posed of dressmaker’s dummies. 
After lunch Renee Goddard 
pruned and Urquhart and 
Knightley snoozed and argued, 
with the son at last in the 
darkening evening touching his 
father for money for Ms cur¬ 
rent good cause. 

There was a marvellous 
moment when the father 
realized that the son did not 
want him to write about the 
cause or even carry a banner, 
but merely to give money. This 
was followed by an even 
grander moment when the son 
has departed and the dad, a 
true professional, tears up the 
hackneyed column he has been 
labouring over and, in the dark 
garden, rapidly and joyously 
types: “Today I refused to 
contribute to a good cause. I 
have a degree in good causes. 
All my life I have fought for 
die good causes.** 

Had the play ended here it 
would simply have been a 
comedy. What gave it true 
weight was the end scene in 
which we see the father pro¬ 
moted to an officer, talkin g 
about the salute being purely 
a greeting between comrades 
and then getting a stiff by-the- 
n umbers salute from his ser¬ 
geant (Charles Pemberton). The 
pose of the battered, left-wing 
campaigner was stripped. The 
crusading left-wing journalist 
had sold out then, when he 
accepted a commission: the 
world-weary cynicism of 30 
years on had been planted at 
that moment of betrayal.

! Pandora 

Royal Shakespeare 
Stratford-on-Avon 

Peter Williams 

Britain’s major classical dance 
companies have failed where 
our contemporary ones have 
succeeded, namely in creating 
the .right workshop situation 
for developing choreographic 
talent. Lacking tfrfc machinery, 
then, the real value of the Royal 
Ballet’s smaller company be¬ 
comes apparent, though perhaps 
it is asking too much that the 
young entry should be exposed 
to critical assessment at public 
performances in which their 
works rub shoulders with estab¬ 
lished masters. It was this com¬ 
pany that gave stage to David 
Morse's Pandora at Stratford- 
on-Avon on Friday. 

Somebody should have im¬ 
pressed upon Morse that Zeus’s 
revenge for Prometheus’s theft 
of Olympian sacred fire appears 
to have included a curse that 


any classical ballet about Pro¬ 
metheus almost invariably fails. 
In the present instance the 
ballet foils short because of 
Morse's involvement with the 
rigmarole leading to Pandora’s 
opening of the box, in tins case 
a sealed amphora, which re¬ 
leased sins upon an unsuspect¬ 
ing world, leaving only hope. 
That he has an interesting way 
of writing was made dear when, 
a few years ago, he created a 
slick circus quartet for an Asso¬ 
ciation of Ballet Clubs evening ; 
his powers of applying this to 
narrative are as yet less formed. 

Leaving aside the old story 
of gods revenging themselves 
on mortals, Morse has written 
what amounts to a well-made 
divertissement which, surpris¬ 
ingly. seems to have been influ¬ 
enced by the postwar French 
school of Lifar. All very clear 
cut and clinical, so clinical in 
fact that dances for sickness, 
madness and perversion passed 
almost before I became aware 
that they had happened. The 
choreography, especially in its 
lyrical moments, was well re¬ 


lated to Roberto Gerhard’s fine 
score, originally composed for 
Jooss and now arranged for 
orchestra by David Atherton. 
The title role is admirably 
suited to Marion Tail’s finely- 
wrought brittleness which melts 
as her love deepens for Alain 
Dubreuil’s Epemetheus. As 
Zeus, Stephen Jefferies has 
little to do other than look 
ferocious; after a mercurial 
solo, before stealing the fire, 
Kim Reeder’s Prometheus is 
quickly dispensed with. 

Certain re-thinking about re¬ 
lating subject to dance could 
make tins a useful work and an 
important stepping stone to 
betrir things. It suits the com¬ 
pany, as does Cranko’s Card 
Game which ended the pro¬ 
gramme. Although I find thre 
a heavy-handed version of Stra¬ 
vinsky’s witty score I shall long 
cherish Vyvyan Lorrayne’s 
dopey Queen of Hearts and 
Jefferies’s brilliant Joker, a 
mixture of Greek and Boris Kar¬ 
loff.

Bedlam reigned in the 
usually sedate Metropole HoteL 
Squads of children, ferried in 
to play with the new toys for 
the benefit of photographers, 
raced fearsome yellow pedal 
cars up and down the lobby, 
and fired Eve! Kneivel Real 
Working Stunt Cycles over 
waiters’ feet. In an adjoining 
room, where the real business 
of the day was taking place, 
a battery of fully armed sales¬ 
men and formidable public 
relations women bore down on 
any passing visitor with a bar¬ 
rage of hard sales talk- 

Toys. shouted Philip Evemy. 
one of the fair’s organizers, have 
weathered the recession well 
and sales have shown a slight 
increase.

But the party strategists have 
seen no occasion to rush matters 
partly because they do not.

It would be poor tactics for the 
liberals to produce . .a new 
saviour only for him to be a 
human sacrifice at die next elec¬ 
tion.

torate, to bring his party through 
that trial in as good shape as 
possible and then hand on to a 
1 successor who could hope to lead 
them on a steadily upward 
course from modest b eg i nni n gs . 
There is a good deal of . logic in 
these calculations but the ques- 
, tion for the Liberals is whether 
the party will be prepared to 
play it as coolly as that. - 

They have been in the process 
for some months of reexamining 
their procedures for electing a 
leader. A working parly will 
present a discussion document to 
the parliamentary party on Wed¬ 
nesday and if there is sufficient 
agreement within, the different 
organs of the party specific 
proposals for changing the con¬ 
stitution will be pur to the next 
party conference in September.

Test of driving, 
not literacy

Sir, The Minister of Transport says 
he is thinking about introducing 
to the driving test a written examina¬ 
tion on the highway code. This may 
seem attractive to many people with 
a genuine concern for road safety, 
but it would be disastrous for the 
great many of Britain’s 2,000,000 
functionally Dlitcrare aduhs who 
would rims be debarred from driv¬ 
ing. As a result, their lives would 
be needlessly constricted, their job 
opportunities, needlessly reduced. 

A great many people in severe 
literacy difficulties are driving -with 
perfect confidence and safety. They 
could not tackle a written examina¬ 
tion on the highway code even 
thought they know it thoroughly 
and can recognize and interpret 
standard road signs. 

Although they naturally have 
problems interpreting road maps, 
and would find it difficult to learn 
about car mai n tenance from a book, 
there is no reason why they cannot 
drive as safely as anyone else. 

We must accept that a large num¬ 
ber of adults ax* at present func¬ 
tionally illiterate and while we work 
to provide them with tuition any 
forms of cons dons or unconscious 
discrimination which will make it 
even more difficult than it now is 
for them to take an active part in 
society must cause concern. 

One minority who would be par¬ 
ticular^ affected by an insistence 
on a writ te n examination would be 
the gypsies, for the majority of 
w h om the driving of lorries and 
vans is essential to their being able 
tn earn a living and support their 
families themselves.

Living together 

From Mr B. Beresjord-Webb 
Sir, The case of C v C reported in 
The Times (January 24) under the 
heading “Pre-marital cohabitation 
no part of marriage ” underlines the 
“head in the sand” attitude taken 
by the law towards the whole 
question of people living together 
without being formally married. As 
a pr a ct iti oner in the field of family 
law Z find this attitude both scan¬ 
dalous and hypocriticaL 

The law has a duty to encourage 
responsible behaviour on the part of 
all members of society. By in s i sti n g 
that marriage la the only way m 
which the »aw will recognize the 
nim pil i">!nn and cohabitation of 
maw and woman, it amply fails in 
this doty. 

The ceremony of marriage is one 
way of making tiie parties think 
about what they are doing and how 
they should behave, bttt it is not 
essential. There are many “ com¬ 
mon law" marriages which are suc¬ 
cessful and where the parties adopt 
a responsible attitude to each other 
and to the drildren. 

People who live together as man 
and wife without being married 
should be entitled fio have the same 
remedies and protections that the 
law provides for married people. 
It would not be that difficult to 
provide a satisfactory formula for 
defining such a relationship. 

At present a “ common Saw* wife 
has no legal right to maintenance 
for herself, can only obtain main¬ 
tenance for the children through 
affiliation proceedings in the magis¬ 
trates’ coons, has no legal right to 
reside in tire “family home” if it 
is not is her same, and has no 
legal right to any part of tiie family 
assets by way of recognition of her 
unpaid services as a mother and 
housewife. 

The law requires argent amend¬ 
ment. At the same time the decision 
in C v C should be reversed to the 
extent that; pre-marital co-habitation 
would normally be treated as pan 
of the marriage unless the facts of 
the particular case make it unrea¬ 
sonable to do so.

A permanent but revolv¬ 
ing committee of men and women, 
drawn from ail walks of life, should 
not find it difficult to judge real 
pornographic intent as distinct from 

a proper use of the materials of 
life. Mostly, it really is common 
sense, and it we lose a little of our 
freedom will there not be a massive 
gain in tiie proper use of the 
nation's physical and mental 
resources? And is that not in the 
nature of all good laws ?

Overbooking by 
airlines 

From Mr A. .1 Lucking 
Sir, There i -ne more argument 
in favour / overbooking which 
your Air l ^spondent did not 
emphasize fa his admirable sum¬ 
mary of the problem (January 26). 
For every passenger who is 
'‘bumped”, several hundred obtain 
bookings on the flight of tTroir 
choice, which they will be d«. -'•-d 
if overbooking is abolished. Brio-.n 
Airways Overseas Division say that 
they “bump” one person in 10.000 
as a result of their policy, or about 
one person every other day at Heath¬ 
row. By contrast, on certain days, 
they carry an extra 200 or more 
persons who were overbooked for 
their flights. 

Moreover, it is not only business¬ 
men who make multiple hookings. 
Schoolchildren returning to over¬ 
seas homes often make up to three 
firm bookings, and wait, list them¬ 
selves on other flights. Tbe : r 
parents, and the school, sometimes 
make yet more bookings ! 
Additionally, British Airways 
European Division say that their 
agents' and other airlines cause 
twice as many “ bumpings ” as their 
policy. 

Even if all this was stopped some¬ 
how, or penalized, and the evidence 
is mat the clerical work would be 
totally uneconomic, there would re¬ 
main a great many unused seats 
because people miss their connex¬ 
ions, fall sick, mistake the time, 
or are caught in traffic jams, etc. 
At present, many of ihese seats are 
sold to people who need them, as 
a result of the_ sophisticated 
statistical overbooking techniques. 

Nevertheless, when one Is a vic¬ 
tim, one should be paid heavy com¬ 
pensation, even for short delays. If 
the numbers oversold are so small, 
the airlines can well afford it. The

is weary cymtism rather than sec¬ 
tarian passion that Is now the 
major obstacle. 

Imoatience with the slow grind 
of official machinery lies behind 
the position adopted by the 
Sheffield-based Urbrn Tbrolfte 
Unit, an Anglican and Noocgui- 
fonrdst group which has com¬ 
plained that “ official ” 


suffered -from mo much official 
swwrrVen from outside, the 
unit told the Churches' Unity 
Loinmisiurn in November. Local 
initiative has been hampered, 
whereas a true sense of unity 
grows out of continuous innova¬ 
tion and experiment. 

The unit’s insistence on the 
experience of unity at the local 
level tras echoed in the com¬ 
mission’s own report, though 
there appeared to be a difference 
of emphasis on the role of local 
ecumenism.

PROFESSOR WARNER HEISENBERG 
A pioneer of quantum mechanics 


Professor Werner Hedsenberg 
died yesterday at tbe age of 74. 
He was one of the principle 
architects of quant um mecha¬ 
nics and won the Nobel Prize 
for Physics in 3932.-He made 
his decisive contribution at the 
age of 24 bat continued through- ; 
out his .long and varied career 
to enrich physics mch 'his-' 

insight and competence. At the: 
age of 26 he btxame Professor 

of Theor et ica l Physics at 'did - 
University of Leipzig, antf id 
1941 Prtrfessor of Physics ana 

Director of the Raiser Wilhelm 
Institute for Physics at- the 
University of Berlin. After the ■ 
Second World War he became 
Director of the Max Planck 
Institute for Physics, first in 
Gottingen and then from 1958 
until his retirement in 1971 in 
Munich, where fee ■ also -was . 
Professor of Physics. On his 
retirement he was made Director 
Emeritus' of the Planck Insti¬ 
tute. 

Werner Heisenberg was born 
in Wnrzburg on December 5, 
1901.'He entered the University 
of Munich, where his father 
held, n'.Chair in Greek as a. 
student . under the . brilliant 
teacher Sommerfeld. Proin the . 
start he was interested in the 
problems involved in reconciling 
the quantum physics which had 
been found necessary to des¬ 
cribe atomic processes frith the 
principles' of classical New¬ 
tonian mechanics ; and. of 
Maxwellian electrodynamics. At . 
die turn, of the century Max 
Planck had first introduced into 
physics the " quantum ” in his 
study of radiation.'These ideas 
were taken further^, notably by 
Albert Einstein ' and Niels 
Bohr, and a quantum theory of 
atoms and 'their, interactions 
with radiation' had been deve¬ 
loped. This theory. was an 
amalgam of classical mechanics 
and empirical roles which had 
to be imposed to obtain agree¬ 
ment with observation^ -Tbe 
agreement was good, but the 
rules were unsatisfactory 
because they contradicted some 
of the postulates of die classical 
theory, and were apparently 
without consistent, systematic 
foundation. By 1924 it was 
generally accepted that a radical 
break with classical physics 
would be needed and that a 
completely new quantum 
mechanics would have to be 
developed in its stead.

Fred Trueman would, or Lance 
Gibbs, who last week, in Mel¬ 
bourne,- surpassed Trueman’s bag 
of 307. It is, none the less, the 
record which all bowlers would 
probably most Uke to have, and 
for - Gibbs, a spinner, to have 
achieved it-in what has become* 
predominantly a faster bowler’s 
game is a triumph indeed. 

The old-timers. .win tell - you 
that Sidney Barnes was the best 
bowier mere ever was,' and 
Barnes finished with 1S9 Test 
wickets from only 27 Tests. The 
best bowler Bradman ever saw. 
he says, was BUI O’Reilly, whose 
27 tests brought him 144 wickets. 
Gibbs has now played in 79 Tests 
and bowled nearly 27,000 balls, 
and still be carries, anreplnlng. 
the heavy harness of labour. 
His zest for the game is an 
example tn all cricketers. Barnes’s 
average, by the way, was 16.43, 
O’Reilly’s 22.39 and Trueman’s 
21.57 ; Gibbs’s is between. 28 and 
29. 

Gibbs was born in -Georgetown 
In September, 1934, into a games- 
playing family. CUve Uoyd, the 
present West Indian captain, is 
his first cousin (their mothers are 
sisters) ; Glendon Gibbs, who also 
played cricket for West Indies, 
is another cousin; so is Lionel 
Gibbs, who was a champion 
boxer. Although he started as a 
leg spinner Lance Gibbs had: 
switched to off breaks by tbe 
time he played Us first game tor 
British Guiana, as it then was, 
against Lea Hatton’s MCC side in 
1954.

A great day for advocates 
of a midwinter break

*- Those who advocate a. break 
from, football during the bleak 
months of January and February 
——as is the general fashion on the 
Continent—bad everything to sup¬ 
port their arguments on Saturday 
as Leicester City beat Manchester 
City 1—0 at Filbert Street 

The pitch was little else but a 
skating rink, especially near the 
touchlines; an Arctic wind cut 
through yon to clutch at the 
heart: icicles formed on people's 
moustaches and. but for the com¬ 
fort of an occasional tot of the 
good stuff from a friendly St 
Bernard near by (wisely equipped 
for the occasion), I doubt whether 
the old frame would have survived. 

As it was, both sides pnt up a 
creditable performance In what 
was clearly something of an 
ordeal. Both goalkeepers were pro¬ 
tected by track suits under their 
sweaters, while Tueart, for one, 
had all our sympathy as he had 
his shirt sleeves pulled down over 
bis fingertips all afternoon like 
some miserable schoolboy bunched 
.in the bittetr cold of a play yard. 

Although we were denied the 
full value of a sneak preview of 
what may happen when Leicester 
face Manchester United on this 
same ground in the FA Cup a 
fortnight hence—which was the 
real object of the exercise—at 
least it was possible to get an 
Idea of Leicester’s general organi¬ 
zation. 

. Theirs is a Quid 4-3-3 align¬ 
ment, with three creative players 
in Kember, Weller and Aldersofl 
as the midfield pulse. In the firing 
line Is the unusual combination, 
of three centre forwards, two of 
them playing wide an the flanks 
as wingers, Worthington on the 
left. Garland on the right, with 
Lee in the middle. All are inter¬ 
changeable, and they change posi¬ 
tions as necessary. It Is something 
of a three-card trick and the Man¬ 
chester United rearguard had 
better watch it carefully. 

Amid all the slithers, skids and 


balancing acts, Corrigan generally 
was most tested under the Man¬ 
chester City crossbar. Yet ironic¬ 
ally, having kept everything out 
for 70 minutes, it was his sad 
error that threw the match away. 
A neat build-up by Kember ami 
Weller found Garland moving 
down the left toucbllue. Worthing¬ 
ton nodded on the cross, Lee took 
a hopeful swing at the ball, and 
his half-hit shot slithered between 
Corrigan’s legs to find the net 
with a sob. Although it was a 
moment for bltubes one conld for¬ 
give anyone for anything on such 
a day. 

There were, of course, other 
near things. At one end Doyle 
headed Tueart’s corner kick 
against the Leicester bar ; at the 
other Corrigan once stretched 
elastically to turn away Lee's shot 
brilliantly after die centre for¬ 
ward had worked a quick one-two 
with Weller. 

But in conditions better suited 
to penguins and polar bears it 
was significant that the two small¬ 
est players on the field—Kember 
and Hartford—kept their feet and 
balance best because of their law 
centre of gravity.

It was significant, too, that once

West Ham stand back to 
admire Liverpool

X have not seen a team this' 
season who looked more like 
champions than Liverpool did at 
Upton Park on Saturday. Their 
4—0 victory over West Ham 
United was so well designed, so 
convincing and such a deserved 
reward for their abundant skill 
and industry that even the most 
rabid supporter of the Londoners 
could only stand back in admira¬ 
tion. 

We had heard all sorts of 
stories about West Ham's Intricate 
plan for dealing with the menace 
of Tos hack and Keegan. If there 
was such a plan it was In shreds 
long before the end. Toshack 
scored three times. Keegan man¬ 
aged only one goal, yet was easily 
the game's most outstanding 
player. 

On a bitterly cold afternoon, 
and on a hard pitch, he was the 
one man who seemed to enjoy the 
conditions, bewildering the West 
Ham defenders with his runs from 
inside his own half, refusing to be 
shaken off the bail, and turning 
up in all four quarters of the 
playing area, now in defence, 
stifling a West Ham attack, now 
in the front row, darting In and 
out of the fumbling home defence, 
almost at will. 

What Liverpool merely threat¬ 
ened to do for the first hour they 
carried out with precision in the 
last half hour. Firsr. Callaghan 
centred delicately, the ball sur¬ 
prisingly avoiding die row of 
players in front of the goal until 
it reached the far post, where 
Toshack steered it gendv past 
Day. Then Toshack scored his 
second, hitting the ban home from 
Kennedy's free-kick, and shortly 
afterwards his third, heading in 
from Highway's cross. By the 
time Keegan gleefully shot the last 
goal the West Ham defence was 
almost non existent and half the 
people in the stands had gone 
home. 

Liverpool have never looked a 
more complete, more dedicated 
team. Somebody told me before 


the game that their one weakness 
was the veteran Smith, and that 
West Ham were bound to exploit 
this. In fact, Smith looked as 
solid and impassable as be has 
ever done. There was, as far as 1 
could see, no weakness. In front, 
Hedgbway »mi Toshack thrived on 
Keegan's inspiration, in the middle 
Callaghan, Case and Kennedy were 
reliable and resourceful, and the 
back three were equal to the 
limited demands made upon them. 
As for Clemence, in goal, be was 
beaten only once—end there was 
the dependable Smith, standing 
under the bar, to head clear. 

The most startling thing about 
West TTam was the way they 
deteriorated when the goals started 
coming. It would need a miracle 
now for them to win the League 
championship- Undoubtedly the 
continued absence of Bonds has 
been their biggest burden, and the 
main reason why they have lost 
their W3y. What they need 
immediately is something to res¬ 
tore their shattered morale. 

There are two small consola¬ 
tions for them—one, Liverpool, 
in Saturday’s form, would have 
beaten any team in England, and 
two, their new, Turkish Cypriot 
player. Orban, impressed, even 
when his team were doing badly

Improvised tune of Derby 
not their best composition

Derby County, like the 
singer Alan Price, do not believe 
that you need to read the music 
to play the tone. So when the 
crowd implores them to “ get 
rid of it” (football’s equivalent 
of “ play something simple 
they turn a deaf ear and hope 
that natural improvisation will 
overcome almost anything. 

On a solid pitch and in an un¬ 
predictable wind, the tune that 
they played against Coventry City 
on Saturday was not their best 
compostion, though there is still 
hopeful talk at the Baseball 
Ground of winning the League 
and FA Cup double. Dave 
Mackay, the Derby manager, is 
not one for insisting on much 
high pressure training and pre¬ 
packed ideas. He would prefer 
that his clever first team party 
sort out their problems in compe¬ 
tition, which is why they welcome 
" friendly ” games at this crucial 
stage of the season. 

Tonight they meet ■ the fine 
Czechoslovak t eam , Slovan Bratis¬ 
lava, Masny, die destroyer of 
England, included. Generali v, 
this unrehearsed football looks 
much better against sides like 
Slovan or Real Madrid than 
Coventry, who kept them strug¬ 
gling for over an hour before 
losing 2—0. 

Coventry are comparatively 
rigid. Several of their team are 
excellent players, Hutchison here 
made Derby’s James seem almost 
limited in Ideas and Coop was re¬ 
liable and creative from the hack, 
hut the overall impression is of 
permanent cliff-hanging. Last 
week they slipped over, losing 
5—0 to Newcastle United in the 
FA Cup, so to restrain Derby for 
so long was some credit to their 
spirit. 

The only pre-conceived tactical 
contribution that greatly assisted 
Derby was the now familiar Intro¬ 
duction of Davies in the second 
half. Before he arrived moch of 
Derby’s effort under difficult 
conditions had been wasted in the 
Coventry penalty area. George 


con dun ally attempted to introduce 
defence-baffling ideas but was 
always confounded by Coventry’s 
interceptions. Including a series 
of hopeful lunges that somehow 
rarely frilled to clear the ball 

Luck was also with Coventry 
when Riocb ran through their 
penalty area and 1 dung to die 
ball for so - long after he should 
have pot it away that Blyth man¬ 
aged ro claw at Ms feet and allow 
Coventry to survive. When 
Holmes sliced what should have 
been a clearance, the ball went in 
the opposite direction, clearing 
his own crossbar by a few inches. 
Derby may have felt that this was 
not to be a day to speculate on 
the chances of catching Man¬ 
chester United and retaining their 
title. 

Then Coventry. Inexplicably 
handed them the game. Davies 
replaced Lee and soon began to 
cause some nervous reactions fn 
the Coventry penalty area. When 
he played a head high pass to 
George, Brogan came in behind 
George and for no good reason 
pushed the ball down with Ms 
band. George scored the penalty. 

George’s second goal was a 
prise for persistence, a free-kick 
from Thomas descended at exactly 
the right position for him to move 
back and head downwards. The 
ball bounced fn front of Blyth and 
skidded into the goal.

Edgar Street on Saturday was 
the appointed place and time for 
the showdown between the rival 
g an gs of Hereford United and 
Crystal Palace. As both sides have 
the reputation of being the 
League’s most 11 unwelcome visi¬ 
tors ”, a meeting on neutral terri¬ 
tory might have been more appro¬ 
priate. In their own backyard 
Hereford tend to lose a little of 
their fearlessness and after a few 
threatening gestures decided to 
call a truce with the Londoners 
and the score at 1—1. 

They parted amicably, agreeing 
to share control of the third divi¬ 
sion until the end of April when 
both expect to move np into a 
bigger league. Before the start the 
Hereford boss, John SlUett, had 
been tempted to upstage Ms oppo¬ 
site number. Big Mai. He was to 
have worn a ten gallon stetson, 
obtained by bis chairman, Frank 
Miles, when he went to take Ms 
bow far winning the whisky as 
top manager of the month. He 
said he decided to let bis team’s 
hoots and legs do the talking 
instead, but by making the h-'f- 
bParted effort of wearing a trilby 
he may have psychologically con¬ 
ceded ground to Malcolm Allison, 
who himself had left Ms famed 
hat back at the hotel. 

In such a hesitant atmosphere, 
it was surprising how direct Here- 
ford were in those earlv minur**. 
If Palace heads were still in the 
clouds after their win ac Leeds 
the previous week, awkward 
bouncing balls in their penalty 
area soon brought them down to 
bard earth. The Paliee 
looked brittle and Evans particu¬ 
larly fragile as the Hereford for¬ 


wards—encouraged by 13 goals In 
their last four games—ran at them. 

Palace eventually got their own 
defence into better order and with 
skilful and thoughtful football 
came back into the game. Their 
prearranged set pieces were all 
very Impressive, with raised hands 
and fingers sending players dash¬ 
ing around in all directions. But 
it was during run of play that 
they made their best moves. 

After 54 minutes a cross by 
Taylor had Wall racing in to meet 
It with a sidefooted volley that 
was sure to score until it hit 
Hughes on the bottom. From the 
clearance, though, Darcy broke on 
a brave, surging run that took him 
the length of the field hefore he 
unselfishly slipped the ball inside 
to McNeil, who pounded it in ofr 
the bar. The BBC cameras, which 
were to have been there before 
the secret was let out, would have 
replayed that one from every 
ancle. 

Palace were in danger of being 
removed from the top or the table 
for the first time this season for 
just 20 minutes hefore Swindle, 
burst inelegantly bundled a cross 
bv Wall in off a post. It was a 
pity the League would not allow 
television coverage after rhe news 
had leaked, particularly as Here¬ 
ford insisted it would, in fact. 
Mre boosted fr°lr go***. Sprolv ff 
Hereford benefited, fliat was all 
that mattered.

Some thorns in United’s 
last practice fence

The last practice Fence, as It 
were, before Manchester United 
face up to four big hurdles in 
Liverpool, Derby County, West 
Ham United and Leeds United in 
successive and crucial matches at 
Old Trafford, proved to have a 
strand or two of thorn just be¬ 
neath its top dressing. Birming¬ 
ham City, third from the bottom 
of the first division, and made to 
wear the mantle In the first half 
on Saturday, showed themselves 
as sterner stuff in the second and 
had probably persuaded them¬ 
selves that a point would not 
have been inappropriate when an 
atrocious pass gave away another 
goal and left Manchester United 
secure, 3—1 winners. 

Such is'the lot of tbe down¬ 
trodden. Birmingham had 
scarcely attempted to conceal 
their . discontent at United’s 
second goal, earlier, when 
Mcllroy seemed to run Into an 
offside position as Hill and 
Mac art threaded a way through. 
A combination of deflation at 
that late mistake and rhe earlier 
sense of Injustice no doubt con¬ 
tributed to the upsurge of fil- 
temper with the match in its last 
breath, when Styles was sent off— 
and left with unnecessary petu¬ 
lance—after toppling Coppell and 
then seeming to stand on his leg. 
And the day’s biggest crowd, over 
50,000, left wondering If another 
Birmingham player - had been dis¬ 
missed after Forsyth was seen 
clutcMng bis bead; in the event, 
the referee was merely signalling 
the end of the match and pointing 
the teams towards the dressing 
rooms. 

That late rush of feeling was 


out of harmony with the rest of 
the match with only the occa¬ 
sional ingredient to offer as in¬ 
sulation against the chill of a 
bleak January afternoon. Mere 
could hardly have been expected 
with the surface bone hard and a 
cautious tread the best Insurance 
against mistakes. Yet in HUI. in 
the opening half at least, Man¬ 
chester United had a player with 
the confidence and control to use 
his skills. He recognized the 
problems defenders h ad in turning 
quickly and allowed Birmingham 
to do the worrying. 

Forsyth, using tbe ball intelli¬ 
gently throughout tbe match, was 
another United pillar and it was 
a sizzling volley from him as a 
corner kick emerged to him 20 
yards out whicb broke the dead¬ 
lock and underlined Manchester 
United's grip on affairs after 37 
minutes. Forsyth and HTU, lurk¬ 
ing behind the front wave of 
attack, are proving deadly sup¬ 
porting artillery when the frontal 
assault fails. To that point. 
United had trod a stony path 
down the middle. Hill and Macari 
finally negotiated It successfully, 
though, just before half-time as 
HiH won the ball in a tackle and 
skipped away to send Macari in. 
Mcllroy looked to run offside in 
the bufld-op. but though Birming¬ 
ham City protested, the referee 
decided there was no interference 
with play.

Swimming 

Brinkley gains revenge 
and third gold medal 


Amersfoort, Feb 1.—Brian 

Brinkley, of Britain, won the 200 

metres butterfly event ax the inter¬ 

national swimming meeting here 
today with a superb final burst 

of power. Brinkley, -whose victory 

brought him his third gold medal 

at tbe three-day meeting, was at 

one point in danger of lasing 

the event to bis main rival, 
Bruner, of tbe United States.' 

With 25 metres to go. Brinkley 
was three metres behind and 
looked well-beaten. Then he 
kicked, the power surged from his 

six foot three inch frame and he 

overhauled tbe American. Brink- 
ley recorded 2min 4J96$ec. with 
Bruner only 32/100ths of a second 
behind. 

Brinkley said : “ It was a mar- 
vefious feeling to realize I had 
the ability to attack and defeat 
Bruner so late in the race. This 

•was a revenge swim—last year I 

lost to him in California by one 
thousandth of a second”.

British hopes now rest on 
play-off against Belgium 


By Sydney Friskin 
Great Britain are still uncertain 
of a place among the 12 teams 
wbo will take part in the Olympic 
hockey tournament in Montreal 
from July 18 to 30. Their agony 
has been prolonged because of a 
surprising decision by the Federa¬ 
tion Internationale de Hockey that 
Britain should be involved In a 
tHree-match play-off against Bel- 
gram in Amsterdam on March 15, 
20 and 21 . 

With less than six months to go 
for the Games, this is not a satis¬ 
factory situation- Only three days 
ago nine of the 12 vacancies were 
officially filled, leaving five coun¬ 
tries—the Netherlands, Britain, 
Malaysia, Belgium and Poland—in 
contention for the remaining 
three. 

The axe fell on Poland who 
had little claim. Malaysia and the 
Netherlands were squ eezed in at 
the final session of the FIH council 
on Saturday everting and Britain 
and. Belgium were left to sweat 
it out Malaysia were fourth In 
the third world Cup in Kuala 
Lumpur, the Netherlands fourth 
iu the Olympic Games at Munich. 

The pools into which the teams 
are to be divided are—A: India, 
Australia, the Netherlands, Malay¬ 
sia. Argentina and Canada; B: 
Pakistan, West Germany, New 
Zealand, Spain, Kenya and Britain 
or Bel glam. West Germany and 
Pakistan, winners and runners-up 
respectively at Munich, are, oddly 
enohfiii, in the same pool. 

After the last Olympics when 
the FIH decided to cut the number 
oF participating teams from 16 to 
12, they must have realized that 
there would be a scramble for 
selection. After it had been 
declared that only the winners 
and runners-up (together with the 
host nation) would automatically 
qualify, there seemed to have been 
no proper guide lines for selection 
other than the system of giving 
all five continents representation. 

In the geographical context as 
opposed to merit and past records, 
Kenya, who finished thirteenth at 
Munich where-Britain were sixth, 
were among the first nine teams 


to whom vacancies were aUo'.r 
for Montreal. Similarly Argentic.-- 
winners of the hockey event a ■ 
the Pan-American Games, earn? 1 ." 
a place in spite of finishing four¬ 
teenth at Munich. 

Australia’s selection was justi" 
fled on the grounds of their 
superior record Tn Australasia, new- 
to mention the fact that they, 
finished fifth at Munich. One’ 
must assume that New Zealand, 
were picked by virtue of a victory 
at home over India, although they 
were ninth in Munich and seventh 1 
in both the second and third. 
World Cups. 

Britain’s sixth place in Munich 
(supported by England’s sixth iu 
Kuala Lumpur and Amsterdam: 
in the second World Cup) was’ 
apparently not good enough fa- 
gain preference over Belgium,, 
who were tenth in Munich. Their 
case was strengthened by two fee-' 
tors—a 1—0 victory over Britain'.- 
ta the six nations tournament last i 
April in Brussels (which was won 
by Britain) and their achievement 
in finishing runners-up to India at' 
Madras last month. If Britain bad 1 
found the money to go to Madras 
as they had intended, the coming 
trip to Amsterdam and the extra 
demands on their exertions might- 
not have been necessary- ' 

Come what may in Amsterdam, 
there are stxU other rays of hope,!. 
In the case of the withdrawal ot 
a qualifying country, vacancies 
will go to other countries in the 
following order: the loser of thd ’ 
Britain v Belgium play-off; Japan.. 
France and Mexico. In the case 
of Kenya withdrawing, Ghana will-’ 
fill the vacant African place, their: 
twelfth and last place in Kuala 
Lumpur notwithstanding.

Motor city faces rising tally of unemployed 


Still hazards on road to recovery 

• ‘The road to recover’/ is still beset with hazards, 
and on the world scene, expectations of speedier 
resumption of economic growth are still subdued," 
the President of the Bank of New South Wales, 
Sir John Cadwallader. said todav. 

Sir John was addressing the Bank's Annual 
General Meeting of proprietors. 

"Although the recession trough had been passed. 
. ihe qualified expectations still placed a ceiling on 
The strength and pace of activity within countries 
in which the bank operated, because of their 
dependence on world trade. 

"But we take hope, in both Australia and New 
Zealand, that more realistic policies will be 
pursued towards establishing priorities and en¬ 
couraging healthy efficiency in business and 
administration. 

"This should act both to create new copor- 
. tunities and to take advantage of any improvement 

■ in tlw economic climate." 

; Sir John Cadv.alljder said that in Australia in 

• recent months a new coalition government had 
come into office offering assurance of deeper 
responsibihl\ m management and accepting the 

: belief that the private sector was the mainspring of 
economic growth. 

''But" he warned, "confidence in this approach 

■ is no substitute for clear thinking and greater 
effort on the part of both government and 

' business in the prevailing difficult circumstances. 

"I must say that the new monetary measures 
announced last week leave some doubts as to the 
consistency of their objectives and to their ultimate 
- impact" Sir John said. 

Promising start by Government 

"The Government has made a promising start in 
its intentions to reduce administrative expenditure 
and to review the work and operations of the 
numerous commissions, committees, and regula¬ 
tor/ agencies set up in recent years. 

"Vet it cannot be expected to slash government 
1 spending overnighL 

"Some of its predecessor’s innovations have 
come to stay, although their structure might be 

■ changed and simplified." 

Sir John said that the ability to cut down the 
rate of growth of government expenditure was only 
. one side of the task. 

"The other important aspect" he said, "is the 
encouraaement which government can give to 
revitalise business activity hit by official restraints 
and by economic recession. 

"Already there are hopeful signs that the 
' barriers to new resource-development projects will 

i 


be eased and that a greater spirit of co-operation will 
prevail amongst the Commonwealth authorities, 
the States, and development enter prises." 

Stimulating new investment 

“The Government, too. is already committed to 
certain taxation measures to help stimulate new 
business investment." Sir John said. 

"The introduction of a 40 per cent investment 
allowance on new plant and equipment might 
induce a measure of new capital expenditure 
ahead of a recovery in demand, but a more far- 
reaching commitment is the proposal to accept the 
Mathews Committee recommendations on com¬ 
pany taxation. 

"The new spirit of confidence." he said, "was 
qualified by the knowledge that quick results could 
not be expected, as the Prime Minister has 
acknowledged. 

"The essential first step was the necessary 
overhaul of the "administrative extravaganza. 

"This would release the well-springs of enter¬ 
prise and allow business to make more decisions 
for itself. 

"No great buovanev was vet evident in the 
Australian economic climate, though there were 
signs of a strengthening degree of recovery in 
coming months. 

"Provided the recent moderation in wage 
increases can be continued, reserves of unused 
capacity should give scope for an improvement in 
industrial productivity and employment, at small 
cost, as consumer demand gains strength." 

The ravages of inflation 

Sir John Cadwallader said that business sorely 
needed an acceptable method of assessing true 
profits to meet the ravages of inflation on working 
capital and resources. 

"The serious nature of the damage wrought to 
the financial structure of enterprise, in real terms, is 
becoming more widely recognised, but there are 
srill disagreements about the way to put it right. 

"The burden of inflation on the individual too, 
in the diminished value of savings, particularly for 
retirement, and in the incidence of the scale of 
taxation, still calls for attention. 

< "The real problem is still that of reducing, or 
ideally, eliminating inflation, rather than merely 
learning to live with it. 

"The difficult budget strategy, therefore, is to 
steer a course which wifi progressively reduce the 
magnitude of the deficit, and at the same time, 
introduce tax changes which will help pro'mote 
recovery on a lasting basis."

British trawler skippers are 
once again fishing Icelandic 
waters and the brief period of 
ddtente in the “ cod war” 
appears to be at an end. The 
diplomatic skills of Mr Wilson 
and his Cabinet colleagues have 
been sketched to their limit and 
the bail now rests firmly in the 
court of the Icelandic Premier, 
Mr Hallgrimsson, and his 
government. 

Common ground for negotia¬ 
tion has been found in that 
both countries agree that cod 
conservation measures are 
necessary, though there is a 
difference in degree. Whether 
this wiH lead to talks of ton¬ 
nages remains to be seen and 
at this point in time, Britain is 
looking to Iceland to break the 
impasse. 

On the -face of it, the 
esenc deadlock,' which has 
een exacerbated by innumer¬ 
able .clashes between tugs, 
trawlers, the Royal Navy and 
Icelandic patrol boats on the 
high seas, looks unbreakable. 

Icelandic poHtidans are 
aware that feelings against 
Britain are running high and 
that any government which 
offers Britain any kind . of 
catch concessions will be com¬ 
mitting political suicide, 
notwithstanding the fact that 
legally Iceland is in no posi¬ 
tion to offer anybody anything 
outside her 12 mdes limit. 

The near hysteria in Iceland 
is beginning to communicate 
itself to Britain and calk of the 
British “surrender" is to be 
found among trawler skippers

To keep the whole matter in 
perspective it should be rea¬ 
lized that nearly 70 per cent of 
fish landings by British vessels 
are caught in waters around 
the United Kingdom. The dis¬ 
tant fishing grounds like Ice¬ 
land mid Faroe, the Barents 
and Norwegian seas, and along 
the coasts of Newfoundland, 
Greenland and Labrador pro¬ 
ride just over 30 per cent of 
tbe total United Kingdom 
catch, but over 80 per cent of 
oar cod. 

In order not be accused of 
oyer-simpfificarion, it should 
be said the importance of an 
Icelandic agreement extends 
beyond the simple business of 
the snipply of fish. It involves 
the international imposition of 
MO miles’ fisheries Mmits and 
tiie restructuring of the Euro¬ 
pean fishing fleets. 

It touches on the value to 
Nato of fis base in Iceland and 
on the possibility of Iceland 
wider tbe pressure of econom¬ 
ic problems moving into the 


maw of Russia. Of immediate 
interest to Britain’s fishing in¬ 


dustry, however, is the social 
and economic impact that any 
cessation or severe cut of tbe 
current Icelandic catch will 
produce. 

According to the British 
Trawlers Federation there are 
at present just under 100 ves¬ 
sels committed to fishing in 
Icelandic waters. They cannot 
fish elsewhere because interna¬ 
tionally agreed quotas are 
already being taken up by 
other British vessels. Tbe 
north-east Arctic is the province 
of freezer trawlers and is 
mo far to send “ freshers ** 
anyway. Quotas in the west 
Atlantic have just about been 
taken up and home water fish¬ 
ing is already spoken for by 
other sections of the British 
fishing fleet. 

In previous years Icelandic 
waters have produced about 
130,000 tons for Britain. It is 
doubtful whether this figure 
could now be achieved because 
of tiie contraction of the dis¬ 
tant water fleet through eco¬ 
nomic and other circumstances. 
Tbe average catch of a distant 
water trawler is about 1,250 
tons a year. 

If one took as a round 
figure 100/XX) tons for Bri¬ 
tain’s Icelandic catch at 
present and started reducing 
that figure to the catch of 
65,000 tons offered by Iceland 

and subsequently withdrawn, it 

would be seen the British fleet 
would very quickly shrink. 

Taking into account a 
trawler crew of 21 and the 
accepted ratio of eight to one in 
terms of land-based jobs 
springing from fishing,, each 
trawler lost would mean 168 
people added to the unemploy¬ 
ment register. If 35,000 tons 
were lopped off the catch of 
100,000 tons then nearlv 5.000 
people a would lose their jobs 
immediately. 

On the financial side the 
impact of quota restrictions 
would be shattering.

Gear, much of it made from 
petro-chemical-based, man-made 
fibres has rocketed in price.

No company operates solely 
Icelmdic vessels; so to some 
extent losses may be offset.

Companies employing, for 
instance, highly trained techni¬ 
cal staff to maintain electronic 
apparatus would find it turnt¬ 
able to keep staff and. work¬ 
shops open. A BTF spokesman ' 
said severe cuts in catch rates 
would produce almost incalcul¬ 
able losses. 

f*The Icelandic vessels can¬ 
not fish elsewhere, so there 
would be a capital loss, the loss 


of ships, the loss of the fish 
which would mean higher im¬ 
ports and loss to the balance of 
payments, as well as the loss to 
supporting industries.” 

Britain’s other immediate 
major concern is her position 
as the premier fishing power 
in the EEC. The United King¬ 
dom is by far the biggest pro¬ 
ducer _ of fish for human con¬ 
sumption in the European 
Community and has in total 
almost 7.000 vessels, the larg¬ 
est fleet in terms of gross 
registered tonnage- The fewer 
the vessels we bave, tbe 
weaker our bargaining position 
within the EEC when it comes 
to restructuring European 
fleets in the light of the 200 
miles limit. 

There Is no doubt that the 
200 miles limit will eventually 
come. It is expected that at the 
United Nations' Law of the 
Seas Conference in March the 
general principle of the 200 
miles limit wUl be accepted, 
though action to implement it 
is unlikely at that time. 

When that situation is 
reached Britain will be unable 
to “do an Iceland" as a BTF 
spokesman put it- “We have to 
think about the effect on other 
nations. Norway for instance 
depends on fishing our waters 
for the sort of fish we do not 
utilize to the same extent—her¬ 
ring, mackerel, sprats. The 
same goes for Denmark. You 
cannot chuck > everybody out 
and destroy their fleets as Ice¬ 
land looks like doing with 
ours” said the spokesman. 

. If a solution is to be found 
Britain’s negotiators will have 
to persuade Iceland to take a 
broader view of its trading 
interests. British observers tend 
to cite Norway as an example 
and point out mat while she did 
not join the EEC she was 


shrewd enough to negotiate aq 
agreement to export her pro-, 
ducts including fish to the EEC? 

Iceland has not taken such' 
precautions and in fact ha£ 
been at odds with one ori 
another of the EEC countries’ 
over recent years. The result 
of this was that when the; 
United States market went sour 
and imports from Norway and 
Iceland were no longer 1 , 
required the Norwegians had/ 
an alternative European mar¬ 
ker to turn to. Iceland has no; 
such opening. In fact her alter* 
native is a gradual increase of 
fish exports to Russia. 

Part of Iceland’s great infla¬ 
tion problem has been the coL* 
lapse of the United States mar-; 
ket. The rest has been caused; 
by rocketing fuel prices. Ice- 1 
land has for some time taken' 
all her fuel oil from Russia. 
Since 1973 the price of fistr* 
sold to Russia has increased by' 
57 per cent, whereas the price- 
of fuel oil from Russia to Ice-' 1 
land has quadrupled and this' 
has produced a substantial 
balance of payments deficit, 
with Russia the main problem. 

If Iceland can negotiate 
some reasonable agreement 
with Britain on catch limi-' 
rations and in so doing pave, 
the way to a European marker! 
then she will be spared the- 
necessity of falling deeper into; 
Russia’s debt. 

Iceland is at present enjoy¬ 
ing one of the highest stand? 
ards of living in the world, 
but with st one of the highest 
inflation records. As _ its 
economy is based on f i s h in g it 
is natural that the people of 
Iceland become frantic at what 
they consider to be the rape of 
their Mocks by British out¬ 
siders. One is tempted to point 
out that "the devil you know 
is better than the devil you 
don’t know”.

Pancontinental: a bandwagon going out of control 




Scar punting stack of the 
moment is without doubt Pan- 
cooanenraJ. After a phenomenal 
rise last year from a low of 
22Qp, it put on no less than 
£6o to £171 last week on the 
back of the announcement of 
the near-doubling of known 
uranium reserves at its Jabiluka 
deposits in the remote Northern 
Territory. On Friday alone the 
rise was £45. 

No doubt it will continue to 
rise in the short term, but this 
is no stock for those lacking the 
gambler’s nerve. 

I made this point two mouths 
ago. when Pancontinental was 
standing at 920p after having 
put on 195p in a week, and I 
make no apologies For having 
done so. 

The bandwagon has gone out 
of control—rather as it did with 
Poseidon—and it is impossible 
to say where it will end. It was 
suggested to me on Friday that 
the price would go high into 
the 530-E40 range before fall¬ 
ing back. 

Whether or not it reaches 
those heights remains to be 
seen, but all that can be said 
with any certainty is that it will 
fall back—and sharply. 

It would appear that the 
market is being made not in. 
Australia but mainly in' the 


United States with .some help 
from London and the rest of 
Europe. Few of the buyers who 
have got in on the act seem 
to be long-term holders. 

At the moment Jabiluka’s 
wealth rests on what is in the 
ground (which is undoubtedly 
good and will be profitable), 
and on a lot of hopes. Apart 
from that there is nothing—not 
even a hole in the ground. 

There is no infrastructure, 
mining equipment or financing 
arrangements. There is,as yet 
no government permission for 
the venture and no permission 
will be forthcoming until well 
after the report on the poten¬ 
tial environmental effects of the 
Peko-Wallsend-EZ Ranger pro¬ 
ject is published, probably in 
the summer. 

Even when government per¬ 
mission is granted, Jabiluka will 
probably be among the laggards 
getting into production, with 
the Ranger development and 
Western Mining’s venture well 
to the fore. 

There are a couple of other 
items affecting the project, 
which may be considered in¬ 
significant at the moment but 
could grow in importance later. 
First, Pancontinental has only 
65 per cent of Jabiluka, with 
Getty Oil holding the remain¬ 
ing equity. 


While some of the more 
hysterical chauvinism has been 
stilled, there remains a quite 
understandable reluctance to 
see foreign companies holding 
a major stake in such' a 
strategic mineral. There could, 
therefore, be some political 
problems overhanging the ven¬ 
ture. 

Secondly, part of the deposits 
are on Aboriginal religious 
land. In the past the Aborigines 



have often been bought off 
cheaply, but despite the change 
in government the tide has 
turned more their way and 
Jabiluka could end up paying, 
substantial royalties to the 
Aborigines before the inevitable 
government cut is considered. 

The share price reaction to 
the announcement of the near- 
doubling of known reserves 
was ridiculous. The previously 
stated reserves of 115,200 short 
tons of U308 were large enough 
to allow for the establishment 
of a major mine with a life of 
20 years. 

It was also reliably -estimated 
that actual reserves were much 


higher than stated. Therefore 
finding more reserves was a 
waste of time and money as 
well as largely academic.
